surround said first part and, in a rear operating position, is located to continue the 

first part; 

a closed volume acted on by a gaseous fluid, which, when acted on by the 
gaseous fluid by enlargement of the volume, said first and second parts are 
structured and arranged to extend said second part from said front stowed 
position into said rear operating position; and 
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said closed volume being formed at least in part by a deformable rolling bellows 
arrangement arranged to an exterior of the first and second parts at l oost whon 
th e s e cond part i s l ocat e d in the rear operating position.

position, is arranged to an exterior of the first and second parts.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art fails to teach a bellows arrangement that forms a part of the closed 
volume that is also connected to an external surface, or is located to an exterior 
of the first and second parts. The "bellows" of Carey (section 15, Fig 1 ) forms a 
part of the volume, but is not connected to an external surface or outside of the 
first and second parts.
